of Anna Catherine 
Schumacher 
in 
Holy Sepulcher cemetery in Roches­ 
ter, N. Y., August 7. 1909, was estab­ 
lished here late last night, it is be­ 
lieved, when, according to Captain 
Cameron, of the Philadelphia detec­ 
tive bureau, Jacob Wolfsohn, arrested 
for larceny, confessed to having com­ 
mitted the deed. 
The murder was a sensational one 
.md, despite the extraordinary efforts 
if the authorities, no clew ever was 
found to the identity of the murderer. 
After Wolfsohn’s arrest guards no­ 
ticed that he constantly paced his 
‘ell and seemed to have something 
on his mind. 
Finally, according to 
the detectives, the prisoner asked for 
• pencil and paper and wrote a note 
o the district attorney containing 
fhe simple statem ent that he 
had 
killed a girl in a cemetery at Roches­ 
ter and that her name 
was 
Schu­ 
macher. 
Under questioning by Captain Cam- 
ron and two other detectives he col­ 
lapsed. 
Later he recovered suffici­ 
ently to make his alleged confession, 
vhich, as repeated by the detectives, 
:s substantially as follows: 
“ I flirted with her and she smiled 
ack at me. 
The next day I saw 
her and spoke to her. 
We agreed to 
;ee each other there the next d a y . 
^he kept her appointment.- I tried to 
kiss her, but she resented this and 
Tied to run away. 
I grabbed her and 
began choking her. 
She screamed, 
ut 
n o 
one heard her, and then I 
drangled her. 
“I then attacked her and after that 
'nagged the body to the woods in the 
cemetery. 
I found a grave digger’s 
<pade and dug a hole large enough to 
•dace the body in it. 
“No one knows how I suffered for 
hung this. 
I could keep it a secret 
no longer.” 
Wolfsohn was questioned again and 
he detectives said that he stuck to 
he story substantially as first re­ 
nted. except that he retracted the 
batement that the girl had flirted 
with him. 
After the murder he told the de- 
tectives that he went to New* Y’ork, 
where he married Miss Ida Bermen.

Wolfsohn said. and shortly afterwards} 
he came to Philadelphia.

rested on complaint of the manager 
of a company by which he was em­ 
ployed as a window* cleaner, on a 
charge of stealing.

“ A few years ago these things were 
the impossible. 
Now they are the 
commonplace.

the 
suffragists. 
who claim the ability to reform all 
things by tho ballot, may explain the 
shocking change iii our customs and 
it the same time advance a remedy. 
Assuming, however, that the explana­ 
tion will not be immediately forth­ 
coming, we venture to ask the advo­ 
cates of ‘votes for women’ whether 
or not they are somewhat responsible 
for the plight in which the country 
finds itself. 
“ Tile keystone of the argumenta­ 
tive arch of suffragism is that the 
women must have the ballot in order 
to w ipe out vice. 
If there is no vice, 
or if it is not 
rampant 
and 
over­ 
whelming. the suffragists 
have 
no 
ground upon which to stand 
Men. 
they say, f an solve the ordinary gov­ 
ernmental problems, hut women must 
shape the laws to keep down all that 
which is included under the blanket 
word. vice. 
Therefore, their first ab­ 
sorbing task is to establish the fact 
that there is vice, a terrifying amount 
of vice. 
“ And in order to do this they must 
make the acquaintance of vice; must 


look upon its ghastly face; must deck 
it with the poor hangings and trap­ 
pings of the professional reformer; 
must lead it, urgly

repulsive, 
across the stage; must magnify and 
discuss it, and be very close to it. 
It does not matter in the least that 
the advertisement of vice incites the 
weak and ignorant— the very women 
people once strove
